Banks, by ioral of the Hamilton Ave. address, was 
funeralized last Friday at McNabb Funeral Home, But 
burial was defayed until Tuesday to allow time for the 
autopsy, requested by the immediate family. 

Though the medical inquest was performed last Satur- 
day morning by Deputy Coroner Nubushira Baba, the fin- 
dings will not be released for another four to six weeks, 
according toa spokesman: 
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of his body. 1447 Fulton St. Apt. G., at 
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Les Brown in pursuing the investigation. Brown termed 
Banks’ death as “another Kahiki incident.” 

Travis, one of four brothers survived by the deceased, 
has acquired the legal counseling of Raymond Twohig, 
to represent them.

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SOURCE SAYS 
Republican Slate To

» young Republicans. All 


three potential candidates 
will be of the highest 
integrity and are held in 
the most favorable light in 
the black community, the 
source emphasized. 

Concerning the two 
House seats, it is logical to 
assume that Republicans 
are eying the 31st and 29th 
districts, currently 
represented by Democrats 
Rev. Phale D. .Hale and 
William A. Kopp respec- 
tively. The fact that these 
two districts embrace large 
black populations gives 
rise to this speculation. 

It is not so simple, 
however, to speculate with 
any degree of certainty as 
to which county offices the 
GOPers are earmarking for 
a black hopeful: With most 
of the. major offices up for 
grab in 1976, they could 
have in mind either the 
following: 

County Commissioners, 
Coroner, Sheriff, Recorder, 
Engineer or Treasurer. 
Since the Prosecutors and 
Clerk's office are both 
filled by Republicans, this 
rules out the possibility of 
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blacks being considered 
either of them. 

Assuming that the 
source is the gospel truth, 
the question of whether 
such a venture could ex- 
pect fo be successful 
becomes debatable. For 
since a vast majority of 
registéred Blacks are 
Democrats, Republicans 
will probably find it. most 
difficult in weaning them 
away from the party with 
which they have been 
allied in past years. 

And even if they make 
some strong’ inroads 
among black voters, to ob- 
tain a maximum result, 
they will have to be more 
successful than Dr. John 
Rosemond was during thé 
recent mayoral election. 

Although Rosemond top- 
ped Mayor Tom Moody by 
an overwhelming majority 
in predominantly black 
wards, only a little more 
than half of the black 
registered voters went to 
the polls. As a result of the 
lackadaisical attitude 
demonstrated by blacks, 
Rogemond was trounced 
by Moody, 90,177 to 53,957. 

One prominent black 
Democrat leader, 
estimated that not more 
than 25,000 of the 49,000 
plus registered blacks 
voted in the crucial 
mayoral election. He also 
contends that several hun- 
dred blacks failed to vote 
for either Rosemond or 
Moody, although they 
voted for other candidates 
and the various bond 
issues and tax levies. 

According to the official 
tabulations released by the 
Board of Elections three 
weeks ago, Rosemond 
carried only 18 of the 59 
wards, with Moody taking 
the other 41, In addition to 
carrying each of the so- 
called black wards, 
Rosemond was able to 
edge Moody'in three wards 
with white, Democrat chair- 
men. 

One of. the most 
prominent Democrat Ward 
chairman who was unable 
to deliver for Rosemond 
was City Auditor Hugh 
Dorrian of the 20th ward. A 
total of 855 ballots was the 
best Dorrian could do. for 
the black mayoral can- 
didate, while Moody piled 
up a total of 4,052. 

And aithough County 
Treasurer Herbert Pfeifer 
made a substantial finan- 
cial contribution — to 
Rosemond's campaign and 
fielded a strong of workers 
for him, he failed in his ef- 
fort to carry his 46th ward 


tor Rosemond. The best he 


could do was to give 
Rosemond 326 votes, while 
Moody was .carrying the 
ward with 1914 ballots. 


George Saunders of the 
31st Ward, was one of the 
black chairmen who Was 
unable to land his ward In 
Rosemond's column, 
However, he held it to a 
razor-thin edge of 4270 to 
1192. 

Moody's poorest 
showing was in the 13th 
ward, where chairman 
Albert M. Hawkins held 
him to 179 ballots to 2,132 
for Rosemond, Moody was 
even less successful in the 
Fifth ward where James R. 
Davis delivered the ward to 
Rosemond 2,341 to 148. 

Wards six and seven 
gave Rosemond his largest 
vote in the amount of 3,508 
and 3,258 respectively. 
Moody tallied only 659 
ballots in the two wards. 

Moody, on the other 
hand, literally swamped 
Rosemond in the 19, 20, 21 
and 22nd wards, 
regarded traditionally as 
Republican strongholds. 
His vote was 4,164, 4,052, 
3, 106 and 4,238. Collec- 


tively, the four wards. gave 
Rosemond only 2,848 
ballots. 


Although Rosemond had 
made it distinctively clear 
that he was not under an 
illusion that he could win 
without a substantial white 
vote, the poor showing he 
made among white voters 
was obviously a_ heart- 
breaking. disappointment 
to the two-term City Coun- 
cilman who had hoped to 
become Columbus’ first 
black mayor. 


In the final analysis, it 
was the white-black issue 
that created an_at- 
mosphere of iil wind that. 


turned the tide against the 


Prominent family 
physician. The force of this 
racist contrived at- 
mosphere was so strong, 
that Rosemond was 
destined for defeat, even if 
he had received every 
single registered black 
vote. 


The result of his ill-fated 
campaign for mayor, may 
not discouraage 
Republicans in their repor- 
ted plan, to field a slate of 
black candidates at .the 
primary election next June, 
but it is a matter which 
they can hardly afford to 
take lightly in formulating 
their grandoise political 
plan.

The FBI's Flawless Lawmen 


Back in the early 1960s, when civil rights workers in 
the South were being beaten and harassed by racists, 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation appeared a good 
deal less than concerned. I 

Now a Senate investigation reveals what a lot of 
people ied at the time — that the FBI wasn't 
ney aloof, but that It was an active participant in 
iNegal efforts to destroy the civil rights movement. 

Lawmen, sworn. to uphold the law, themselves 

lawiess acts. 

Take the bombshell dropped at a recent committee 
hearing by Rowe, an undercover agent who 
joined the Ku Klux Klan for the FBI. 

Rowe testified that he fed the Bureau advance 
information about planned Klan attacks on civil rights 
workers and that no action was taken to prevent the 
attacks or to bring action against the perpetrators, 

He testified that the Kian planned a vicious attack 

with clubs and bats upon freedom riders 
demonstrating against segregated transportation 
facilities. The. Klan, he said, had the complete 
coopération of the Birmingham police department not 
only in this incident, but also in others, even enjoying 
access to official files and cars. The treadom riders 
were brutally beaten; the FBI, with plenty of advance 
notice never lifted a finger to head off the crime or to 
make arrests afterwards, 
Rowe's testimony followed previous documentation 
of the FBI's longterm harassment of black protest 
organizations and its shocking actions against Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. 

These actions included extensive illegal 
~wiretapping, bugging, threatening letters and even a 
letter that triad to induce him to commit suicide. 
While black people were struggling to win elementary 
constitutionally-guarariteed rights, the federal 
government's national police arm was systematically 

ing to sabotage their efforts and attempting to 

iscredit and harass the man who was the most 
effective black leader of the period and the moral 
conscience of the nation. 

The revelations of the FBI's anti-King activities have 
thrown suspicion upon the assassinaton of Dr. King 
and the Bureau's investigation of-his death, Many

In the city of Boston 
Itself, the area affected by 
the court's bussing order, 
there has been an increase 


in Catholic school 
enroliment of 90 students. 
The high school 


enrollment has declined by 
324, but the grade schools 
have ifereased by 414, 
Two hundred fifty minority 
students have transferred 
into the grade schools 
from other schools this 
year, and most of the rest 
entered the first grade, the 
normal point of entry from 
kindergarten. _ : 

This doesn't sound to me 
like the “massive shift" of 
studénts in the Catholic 
school system alleged by 
the national news media. 
Clearly, the media have 
misrepresented the 
situation in Boston, But the 
damage has been done. 
The Catholic people and 
the Catholic school system 
there have been maligned, 
presented to the nation as 
racist.

Child Abuse Grows |

For many children the 
holiday season is one of 
joy happiness and love. 
Foran ever growing num- 
ber of others it’s just 
another time filled with 
neediess pain and = suf- 
fering. 2 

Victims of child abuse 
seldom have visions of 
sugarplums dance through 
they heads, Instead they 
dream of the burns, cuts, 
bruises and bites they 
receive because they are 
not loved. 

The number of reported 
child abuse is on the rise 
in Dayton. To date, the 
Dayton police department 
has recorded 44 family - 
child offenses, with two 
recent offenses resulting 
in death. 

It-was once believe that 
child abuse was uncom- 
mon in black families. 
Perhaps that theory was 
the result of the number of 
‘reported cages..But since 
the! Endangering Children 
law was passed more 
cases have been reported. 

That law states that doc- 
tors, teachers, hospital 
personnel or others who 
fall to report child abuse or 
suspected child abuse may 
face charges. 

In Dayton, the ratio of 
blacks and whites involved 
with child abuse offenses 
is about fifty-fifty. 

There are only three 
detectives who work in the 
juvenile division of the 
Dayton police department. 
They must handle not only 
the cases of child abuse, 
but all other juvenile 
related problems. 

According to detective 
Robert R. Keen, most child 
abuse offenses are by 
single mothers or their 
boyfriends. Keen did say 
that some reports are 
made by a wife or husband 
who feels their mate is 


“hitting the child too 
hard,” but it is usually 
because “the mother is 


frustrated and usually of 
welfare." 

Several pictures were on, 
the wall in Keeri’s office 
depicting the various 
methods used in 
“discipling” a child, and a 
Projector was in a nearby 
file cabinet. The pictures of 
the more severe injuries 
were of black children. 

The most common 
weapon used was an -ex- 
tension cord. Doubled, it is 
unmatchable in tearing 
flesh’ away from bones: 

For smokers, there is 
always a lighted cigarette 
applied to the hands or 
feet, x 
lf these things are not 
available, the hands or 
fists can be very effective. 
One man used pinching as 
a corrective measure, 

To see a brown skinned 
baby with red pinch marks 
all over his chest is not a 


pretty sight. 
The only relief that is felt 
is in Knowing these 


children were reported and 
they are alive. For others 
ine Hering ended with 
thelr death. 

One mother reportedly 
left her 17 month old son in 
the care of her boyfriend. 
When she returned, her 
son was bruised about the 
face and head. Four days 
later he died of severe 
brain damage. 

The boyfriend said that 
he left the child in the front 
room while he went to the 
kitchen. When he returned 
the child had apparently 
injured-himsett: 

Charges have not been 
brought against the man or 
the child's mother because 
of lack of evidence and 
confession. 

“It hurts," Keen said, 
“when you know who did 
it, but you can't prove it,”

prison. Most offenders in 
child abuse cases are 
never sentenced. They are 
turned’ over to adult 
probation for psychiatric 
treatment, 

In homicide cases of 
children the penalty is dit- 
ferent. One 25 year old 
Dayton’ man admitted 
beating his girl friend's 
three month old child to 
death and burying him ina 
cel y. He was charged 
and convicted of man- 
slaughter. 

Although no one can 
really say what would 
cause someone 
to physically abuse a child, 
it has been found that.a 
number of ‘child abusers 
were once victims them- 


selves. 
Such was the case of a 
14 year old girl whom 


police theorize placed her 
young daughter in a tub of 
scalding water, The child 
recelved third degree 
burns on her legs, but- 
tocks, back and fingers. 
She would have died If

Judge Rules Out NAACP: 


School Plan 


(DAYTON) U.S. District 
Court Judge Car! B. Rubin 
ruled against the school 
desegregation plan sub- 
mitted by the local NAACP 
in public hearings last 
week. In the two day series 
of court hearings Rubin 
decided to go with the plan 
submitted by the Dayton 
school board written by Dr. 
Willlam Gordon, 

During a morning con- 
ference in the second day 
of the hearings, an 
argument broke out in the 
judge's chambers between 
Rubin and NAACP attor- 
neys Louis R. Lucas and 
Richard Austin, The 
argument continued in the 
court room.

Black College 
Enrollment 


WASHINGTON—(NBNS)- 
-The number of blacks who 
enter college is now 
almost equal to thelr 
representation in the total 
population, but their drop- 
out rate is much higher 
than that of whites, ac- 
cording to a Census 
Bureau study. ‘ 

The Census Bureau said 
blacks comprised 12.3 per- 
cent of the freshman class 
in. October 1974. Blacks 
made up 11.4 percent of 
the total population last 


year. 

in the 1970 Census, 
Blacks made-up 11-1 per- 
cent of the nation's popu- 
lation but only 9 percent of 
the college freshmen. 

The study also traced 
college undergraduate 
encoliment since 1971 to 
determine how many 
students dropped out. Of 
the 2.2 million whites who 
were freshmen in that year, 
57.2 percent remained as 
seniors last year. Of the 
232,000 blacks who were 
freshmen in 1971, 40.9 per- 
cent were left. 

Women also had a 
higher dropout rate than 
men for both races. The 
Census Bureau said 61,3 
percent of the white men 
who entered college in 
1971 were still in school 
last year, compared with 
52.1 percent for white 
women, 47.4 percent for 
black men and 34.7 per- 
cent for black women. 

Total undergraduate 
enroliment for 1974 was 
estimated at - 09 
million, Blacks accounted 
for 9.2 percent of the total 
enroliment, with a 19 per- 
cent increase in total black 
enrollment in the last year, 
the bureau reported.

Black Church Leaders 
Hear Plea To Join In 
Economic Parity Push 


(MONTGOMERY, Ala.)- 
The president of the 
nation’s oldest national 
business organization, Dr. 
Berkeley G. Burrell urged 
black religious and social 
leaders gathered to com- 
memorate the 20th anniver- 
sary of the Montgomery 
Boycott to respond to 
NBL’s call for the creation 
of a national coalition to 
champion the issue of 
economic parity for 
minority America. Burrell 
told the gathering: 

“Parity for the people is 
a@ concept that touches 
every phase of human en- 
deavor, Its attainment will 
provide the necessary 
resources \to effect real 
community economic 
development which, in 
turn, would be reflected in 
higher income, greater em- 
ployment, more decent 
housing, -gréater ac- 


cessibility to health care 
and signifcant im- 
provement in the nation's 
productivity growth pat- 
terns, 

Parity is not a 
culminating objective;-but 
a starting point toward 
human liberty,” he added: 

The head of the National 
Business League, which 
represents the largest 
federation of minority 
business, trade and 
professional people in the 
eb warned the 
gathering that the 
economic disparity bet- 
ween minority and majority 
Americans would gain 
greater momentum unless 
Black Americans move 
quickly in the direction-of 
economic determinism. 

“We possess within our 
own community the 
necessary human and in- 
stitutional resources to 


meet the chalienges 
ahead. If we can bring 
together the majority of our 
organizations - business 
civic, religious fraternal, 
and others.~.we-can™
